printed in our Common - Prayer Book, and 
appointed to be uſed or repeated by every 
congtegation; the firſt daily, the ſecond 
on all Sundays and Holidays, and the laſt 
on the more ſolemn Feſtivals, and thoſe 
22 St. John 1 and ſeveral of the 
B = Apoſtles,

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Apoſtles, that is, thirteen times in the year, 
The ſybſtance of them is repreſented in brief 
in the Apoſtles Creed, but ſome particulars 
are more largely explained in the other two. 
They conſiſt of three parts according to 
our Church's Catechiſm, the firſt of which 
teaches us 70 believe in God the Father, who © 
hath made us and all the world; the ſecond 
in God the Son, who hath redeemed us and 
all mankind; the third in God the Holy 
Ghoſt, cho ſanfifieth us and all the elect 
people of God. But for a more thorough 
and eaſy comprehenſion of the whole, = 
may be divided into twelve heads, which 
I ſhall here put down in their proper order, 
adding to each of them a reference to the 
chapter and verſe of the New Teſtament” 
on which they are founded ; whereby it 
may appear how properly this ſummary of 
our Faith is called the Apoſtles Creed, as 
being drawn from their Doctrine and Writ-

Theſe heads of the FA Creed are 
ſome of them, as I ſaid, more largely ex- 
plained in the other two Creeds, as the 
Unity of the Godhead in a Trinity of per- 
ſons, the divinity, incarnation, and prero- 
gatives of Chriſt, the nature and operations 
of the Holy Ghoſt, and the unity and 

effects of Baptiſm, For whereas the three 
perſons of the bleſſed Trinity are little more 
than mentioned and diſtinguiſhed in the 
Apoſtles Creed, they are in that of St. 
Athanaſius declared to be equal in Glory 
and Majeſty, all eternal, uncreated, in- 
comprehenfible and almighty, ſo diſtin- 
guiſhed in their perſons, that the Father is 
not the Son, nor either of them the Holy 
Ghoſt, and yet ſo undivided: in ſubſtance, 
that Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt are not 
three Gods but one God: and whereas in 
the Apoſtles Creed our. bleſſed Saviour 8 
divinity is left to be underſtood in the ex- 
Preſſion whereby he is called the Son of 
God; in the two other Creeds he is formally 
affirmed to be God, be benen of the Father 
I alone

alone before the worlds, or from all eter- 
nity, of one ſubſtance with the Father, and 
equal to him as touching his Godhead ; 
and in the Nicene Creed it is particularly 
taken notice of, that all things were made 
or created by him, a point which is ex- 
preſsly atteſted by Scripture, as may be ſeen 
in John, chap. i. ver. 3, 10. Epheſ.

So whereas his In- N 
carnation of the Virgin Mary by the opera- ö 


tion of the Holy Ghoſt is declared without ö 
any farther explication in the Apoſtles Creed, 
and only with the addition of the words, 
and vas made man in the Nicene Creed, 
this myſtery is more fully delivered in the 
Athanaſian Creed, where he is ſaid to 
conſiſt of two natures, the divine and 
human, being God of the ſubſtance of the 
Father, begotten before the worlds, and man 
of the ſubſtance of his Mother, born in the 
world; that his human nature is intirely 
the ſame with that of other men, conſiſt- 
ing not only of fleſh and blood, but alſo 
of a rational ſoul, being pere God and 
perfect man, of a reaſonable ſoul and buman 
feſb ub fiting : that theſe two natures are ſo 
united in him, as to conſtitute one only 


no . perſon; A 
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perſon ; for although he be God 4 nan, 
yet be is not tivo but one Cbriſt; and that 
his being one Chriſt is not owing to any 
change of the Divine into the human, or 

of the human into the Divine nature: For 
if the Divine was changed into the human 
nature, he would upon ſuch change ceaſe 


to be God; and if the human was chan ged 


into the Divine nature, he would hal to 
be man : but it is owing to an union of 
the Godhead with the Manhood in ſuch 
manner, that both the natures continue 
diſtinct in their proper eſſences, without 
paſſing the one into the other, or being 
confounded and blended together; - for he 
is one, not by converſion of the Godhead into 
fleſh, but by taking the Manhood into God; 
one altogether, not by confuſion of ſubſtance, 
but by unity of perſon. And whereas in 
the Apoſtles Creed we profeſs to believe 


in the Holy Ghoft without faying any thing 


more upon that article, we declare in the 


two others, that this Diving. x 


ceeds from tſis Father and the Son, 
ing neither created nor begotten, "3s it is 


in the Athanaſian Creed; and in the Nicene 


Creed, that we originally receive our breath

- continuance of it, as being the Lord and 
Grver of Life; that the ſame divine wor- 
ſhip and ſupream honours are due to him 
as to the Father and the Son, and that the 
gift of prophecy was the effect of his in- 
 ſpiration, who with the Father and the Son 
together is worſhipped: and glorified, who 
Jpake by the prophets. And laſtly, whereas 
there is no mention made of Baptiſm in 
the Apoſtles Creed, and that of St. Atha- 
naſius (though the effect of it, remiſſian of 
Ins, is particularly ſpecified in the Apoſtles 
Creed, and may be thought to be included 
in the article of the Holy Cathohck Church, 
it being impoſſible for us to believe in 
the Holy Catholick Church without ace 
knowledging Baptiſm, whereby we are 
admitted into it and made members of it) 
In the Nicene Creed, we not only de- 
clare our Belief of Baptiſm in general, 
but alſo that it is one only, to be re- 
ceived but once by the ſame perſon, and 
not repeated ; and that by means of this 
facrament all the fins committed before 
it are, through the Blood of Chriſt, 
who inſtituted it, pardoned and waſhed 
way. 7 ö 
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The third and laſt thing promiſed by 
you in the perſons of your ſureties was, 
that you would obedientiy keep God's holy 
will and commandments, and walk in the 
fame all the days of your He. This pro- 
miſe, which comprehends in it all the reſt, 
is like an Oath of Fealty and Allegiance, 
whereby the promiſer ' obliges himſelf to 
be faithful, diligent and fincere in every 
part of his duty, to obſerve all God's laws 
with the greateſt exactneſs and zeal, to do 
whatſoever he has injoined, and forbear 
every thing that he has forbidden, to keep 
a . guard both upon his thoughts 
and actions, and to live, as much as poſ- 
ſible, without offending him either by will, 
word or deed, But as a promife to obey 
God's commandments cannot be performed 
by one that knows not what thoſe com- 
mandments are, therefore your fureties were 
exhorted at your Baptiſm to take care that 
you were taught what a ſolemn vow you 
had then made by them, and to call upon 
you to hear ſermons, and to learn the 
Creed, the Lord's Prayer, and the ten 
Commandments with all other things ne- 
ceſſary to be known and believed for your 
Soul's health. The firſt 9 of this exhor-

ration relating to your Baptiſmal Vow, is 
that, which I ons hitherto been diſcour- 
ſing of: the other part relating to the 
means for enabling you to keep that vow 
is now to be ſpoken to. And though I 
cannot well doubt of your having learned 
the Creed, the Lord's Prayer, and the ten 
| Commandments, and alſo the whole of that 
excellent Catechiſm in our Common-Prayer- 
Book, yet as I am a perfect ſtranger to 
your perſon, and way of living, I muſt. 
not omit putting you in mind of the ne- 
ceſſity you lie under, not only of learning, 
but alſo of underſtanding, and thoroughly 

_ digeſting the matter and contents of thoſe 
ſummaries of our religion, Theſe rules 
and inſtructions, like the rudiments of 
human ſcience, are taught us in our youth, 
but belong to every age, as they contain 
things which we are bound to believe and 
practiſe throughout the hole courſe of our 
lives; and which are therefore neceſſary to 
be learnt by every one that is ignorant of 
them, however advanced in years, He 
that deſires to be ſaved, muſt believe and 
pray, and live conformably to the Will of 
God: But how is it poſſible for him to 
* this without knowing the ſeveral articles

of the Chriſtian faith compriſed in the 
Creed, being well acquainted with the 
model and rule of prayer given us by the 
mouth of the ſecond Perſon in the Bleſſed 
Trinity, and laying up in his thoughts 
and memory the ten Commandments, 
Written by the hand of God himſelf for 
our direction in the ſeveral duties we owe 
to him, to ourſelves and to our neigh- 
bours ? But the intire Catechiſm is alſo ne- 
ceſlary to be learned, not only as it con- 
tains the Creed, the Lord's Prayer, - and 
the ten Commandments, with a ſhort and 
eaſy explication both of them and the Bap- 
tiſmal Vow, but alſo as the doctrine of 
both the Sacraments is therein clearly and 
largely delivered; and it is one part of the 
charge given by the Church to the God- 
fathers and Godmothers to take care that 
the baptiſed infant be brought to the Biſhop 
to be confirmed by him, as ſoon as he can 
anſwer the queſtions in this Catechiſm, but 
not before. Now Confirmation being an 
Ordinance, wherein the confirmed perſons 
taking upon themſelves the promiſes made 
for them at their Baptiſm, receive by means 
of the Biſhop's prayer, and the impoſition 
of his hands, the gift of the Holy Ghoſt, 
to 
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to confirm and ſtrengthen them in the 


Chriſtian warfare, it is highly proper that 
they ſhould qualify themſelves for the ob- 
taining ſo great a bleſſing, by a thorough 
knowledge of, and inſtruction in the Cate- 
chiſm, which is the means appointed for 
that purpoſe by the Church; and the rather, 
becauſe our Eccleſiaſtical Laws admit no 
one to the Holy Communion, before he is 
actually confirmed, or elſe ready and de- 
ſirous to be confirmed. 


If therefore you have not yet applied 
yourſelf ſeriouſly and maturely to the con- 
ſideration of that ſolemn vow, which was 
made to God in your name at your Bap- 


tiſm; if you have not yet learned, and 


thoroughly comprehended the Church Ca- 
chiſm; if you have not qualified yourſelf 
by this means for receiving the Holy 
Spirit of God in Confirmation, nor have 
been admitted to the benefit of that ſacred 
Ordinance by impoſition of a Biſhop's 


hands, I intreat you earneſtly to do both 


the one and the other, and that without 
the leaſt delay: For the ſhort time we 
have to live, and the abſolute uncertainty of 
the hour af our death calls for our imme- 


diate 
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diate care and diligence to prepare for an- 
other life, and ſecure our eternal intereſt, 
When we come to appear before the great 
Judge of mankind, we have nothing to 
plead in our favour but the merits of 
Chriſt, and no title to thoſe merits but our 
Baptiſm. If then we have neglected to 
perform our part in the Baptiſmal Cove- 
nant, if we have taken no care to know 
and practiſe thoſe duties, 'which are the 
indiſpenſable conditions of that Covenant; 
if we have deſpiſed that ſacred and ſolemn 
Vow, in virtue of which we were admit- 
ted to the Font, and trampled upon ſo tre- 
mendous a thing, as a promiſe made at 2 
Sacrament inſtituted by our Redeemer for 
the Salvation of our immortal Souls, and 
to the Majeſty of that Gop, who knows 


every thought and motion of our minds: 


J fay, if we have acted in this careleſs, 
contemptuous and malicious manner, what 
anſwer ſhall we have to make for our- 
ſelves ? that very thing which ſhould juſtify 
us, will then be our condemnation. In 
vain ſhall we appeal to the Title of a 
Chriſtian, which we haye forfeited; in 
vain ſhall we claim the Privileges of a 


Raptiſin, that we have profaned and pol- 
luted:

- our abuſes of them, to aggravate our guilt, 
expoſe our ingratitude, and render us inex- * 
cuſable. But God, of his infinite mercy, 
preſerve us all from ſuch a dreadful ſtate 
of miſery and deſpair, and give you in 
particular ſuch a meaſure of his Grace, as 
may enable you to make a timely and 
effectual proviſion againſt it. For this 
reaſon, I would recommend to you two 
excellent Books, which you would do well 
to have, as I may ſay, always in your 
hands, and thoſe are, The whole Duty of 


Man, and Mr. NELSON on the Feaſts and 


Faſts of the Church : books which will 
fully inſtruct you in matters both of Faith 
and Practice, and ſerve to incite and pre- 
| pare you for the diſcharge of your Bap- 
tiſmal Vow, if you have not yet done it; 
and, if you have, to improve and pro- 
mote your progreſs in all Chriſtian exer- 
ciſes, to render you fit for the Holy 
Communion, to perſuade you to a frequent 
uſe of it, which is both the duty and 
delight of every perfect Chriſtian; and to 
enable you, by the Grace of God, which
